[Published March 7, 1832,
CHAPTER 57.
AN ACT to provide for the employment of a chief clerk in the
office ot the state superintendent.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Chief clcrk. SkcrioN 1. In addition to the present provisions
of law for clerk hire in the office of state superintend-
ent, the state superintendent is hereby authorized to
appoint a suitable person to the pusition of chief clerk
in bis office, who shall, under the direction of the atate
superintendent, have charge of the correspondence and
books incident and necessary to the business of
the office of the said state superintendent, and
render such other assistance as the state superintendent
may direct.

Ealary. SectioN 2. The appointment of the chief clerk of
the state superintendent shall be filed with the secre-
tary of state. The salary of said clerk shall be fifteen
hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly, and there
is hereby anoually appropriated from thestate treasury
out of funds not otberwise appropriated, a sum suffi-
cient to pay the salary of the clerk hereby authorized
to be appointed.

SecrioNn 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
